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RB7IEW  OP  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE 

OLD  AGB  ASSISTANCE.      In  October,    10,854  eligible  persons  received  Old  Age 
Assistance  grants  amounting  to  $486,819  at  an  average  payment  of  $44.85.     In- 
dividual grants  ranged  from  $11  to   the  new  maximum  of  $50  vri.th  more  than  half 
of  the  grants  at  the  maximum.     Total  expenditures  vrere  12.8^  above  those  of 
the  previous  month.     The  increase  in  expenditures  resulted  from  increased  fed- 
eral participation  in  public  assistance  grants  vrhich  became  effective  October  1. 

On  that  date,   the  federal  share  of  grants  for  OAA  and  ANB  was  increased 
from  tvro-thirds  of  the  first  $15  of  a  grant  and  one-half  of  the  ronalnder  up 
to  a  maximum  of  $45  to  three-fourths  of  the  first  $20  and  one-half  of  the  re- 
mainder up  to  $50.     The  change  in  the  federal  matching  maximum  resulted  in 
raising  the  maximum  grant  In  Montana  from  $45  to  $50  inasmuch  as,  by  law, 
grants  for  OAA  and  ANB  may  not  exceed  the  amount  in  vrhich  the  federal  govern- 
ment will  -Darticipate.     The  additional  federal  money,   amounting  to  $5  ver  re- 
cix)ient  ver  month,   vras  passed  along  to  almost   all  recipients  of  OAA  and  ANB 
effective  vrith  the  first  month  in  vhich  it  v;as  available.     To  accomplish  this 
increase,  budget  allovrances  for  food  and  clothing  were  increased  apT>roxlmately 
$5  per  recipient.      The  average  grant   increased  from  $39.87  in  SeiDtember  to 
$44.85  In  October   ($4.98). 

AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDRSN.     The  number  of  families  receiving  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children  decreased  for  the  fourth  consecutive  month.     1,893  families  received 
this  type  of  aid  in  behalf  of  4,833  children.     ADC  payments  of  $132,964  were 
slightly  below  those  for  the  previous  month  despite  additional  federal  funds 
for  grants   in  this   category.      Although  allowances  for  food  and  clothing  vrere 
increased,   limited  state  funds  made  it  necessary  to  adjust  standards  relating 
to  children  in  such  a  v;ay  that  grants  were  not   increased  because  of  the  ad- 
ditional federal  funds.     This  vras  accomplished  by  designating  allowances  for 
education,  recreation,   transportation,   and  personal  incidentals  for  children 
as  special  items  to  be  included  in  budgets  only  vrhen  the  amount  of  the  grant 
did  not   exceed  the  amount   in  which  the  federal  government  participates.      In 
most  cases  this  reduction  exactly  equalled  the  Increase  in  the  allowances  for 
food  and  clothing  so  that  for  the  month  of  October  most  of  the  grants  for  Aid 
to  Det)endent  Children  did  not  change  because  of  budget  factors.
